KEEPING IN TOUCH

Sam Houston State Teachers College is a great training camp where soldiers 
and officers are instructed and drilled for service, and from which are sent forth 
year by year into the towns and rural communities of Texas valiant warriors 
to wage relentless warfare against the forces of ignorance, coarseness and crime. 


We at camp headquarters who are charged with the high responsibility of 
directing the preparation of these militant outgoing hosts listen with eager in- 
terest for reports from you men and women on the firing lines. Every day of 
thorough and inspiring teaching means an advance into the enemy’s territory. | 
Every improvement in the curriculum, government or administration, every 
worthy community project promoted, every school tax or bond issue carried 
is a victory for the Lone Star flag. Don’t believe for a moment that you are 
battling alone or unsupported. The eyes of alma mater are upon you and her 
heart-beats keep time with yours. Let me urge that you send in frequent re- 
ports to headquarters. In other words, write us freely and frankly of both your 
achievements and your discouragements. Your letters will be an inspiration to 
us and a help to you. 


On the other hand, I am sure that this interest is mutual. You ex-students 
want to know what is going on at headquarters. You are interested in the 
progress of your alma mater. Some outstanding features of the past year’s record 
are here submitted: 


]. Discouragements—Two badly needed buildings——a library and a girls’ 
dormitory—both recommended by the Board of Control—(the dormitory for the 
second time) were knocked out by the legislature because of lack of revenue, 
and the budget for equipment and repairs was cut almost in half. However, the 
appropriation for- teaching force and employees was somewhat increased to meet 
the needs of increased attendance, and the college will be able to go forward in 
its work without interruption. 


2. Achievements—The college year now closing is marked by four notable 
evidences of progress. . 


(1.) Attendance—During the year September 1, 1922, to August 31, 1923, 
the total enrollment of students—not including the Training School—was 2,091. 
The grand total of all students enrolled on the campus was 2,973 which is the 
high water mark of students enrolled in the history of the institution. The 
Denton Teachers College is the only one of the State Teachers Colleges that 
surpassed Sam Houston in number of students above the Training School. 


(2.) Enlargement of Grounds.—During the past year the agriculture de- 
partment acquired a model farm of 106 acres, conveniently located, adding 
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greatly. to the efficiency of this department. Additions to the athletic grounds 
also were made, extending the field to the streets on the north and east, and 
giving ample room for athletic activities. 


(3.) College Recognition—During the past year our college departments 
were inspected by a committee of faculty members of the University of Texas 
representing the Association of Texas Colleges. This committee’s report recog- 
nizes the Sam Houston Teachers College as a Senior college of the first class. 
Our college had already received this recognition from the State Department of 
Education and had been admitted to membership in Class A of the American 
Association of Teachers Colleges. Credits made at Sam Houston State Teachers 
College are now recognized and accepted by the best colleges and universities 
of the United States. Our college is now a member of the Texas Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association and our teams meet the first teams of the best colleges of 
the State. 


(4.) Growth of College Department.—During the current summer _ session 
approximately 1,000 students have enrolled in the college department. The total 
number graduating with bachelor’s degree during the year is 33. Graduates of 
the best high schools in increasing numbers are coming to the Sam Houston 
Teachers College. There is an insistent and. growing demand for professionally 
trained teachers with a college education. 


The appeal comes to all of us to keep open the lines of communication with 
each other and with headquarters. Through county clubs, 4nstitutes, the State 
Association, commencement re-unions, and by the written message let us touch 
elbows in our onward march. “The measure of a life is its service.”

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A MESSAGE FROM OUR 
NEW PRESIDENT

Sensible thinking men and women should ask themselves these questions. 
Why the Ex-Student’s Association? Does the Ex-Students Association justify its 
existencer We would like to advance three good reasons why S. H. T. C. should 
have its ex-student body banded together.

No school ever ex- 
isted that had truer and more loyal ex-students than the Sam Houston Normal. 
Therefore, as your president of the Ex-Students Association of Sam Houston 
Teachers College, I ask each of the thirty odd thousand of you to help us in 
this great enterprise in order that we may the more fully pay our debt of 
gratitude, be happier in the great privileges we daily enjoy and make better 
citizens of our great State. 


STATE TEACHERS MEETING 


Professor S. C. Wilson, President of the T. S. T. A., announces that the 
convention will be held this year at Fort Worth on Thanksgiving day and the 
two days following and that the general theme for the meeting will be “Equality 
of Educational Opportunity.” Several of the nation’s most outstanding educators 
have accepted invitations to take part in the program. 


The Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce is making unusual arrangements 
for the entertainment of this great convention. It has very kindly turned over 
its building and the one adjoining it for the use of school and college exhibits 
and for exhibits of school equipment furnished by manufacturers. Mr. Wilson 
says these exhibits will be well worth the trip across the state to any live school 
man or woman.

A SPLENDID WAY TO HELP

Within the past few years machinery has been put in operation to assist ° 
more efficiently the former students and students of Sam Houston Teachers 
College into the best positions. A teacher placing committee is constantly on 
the job serving our people and the school boards of the state in this capacity 
at no expense to either of them. This committee receives hundreds of calls 
for teachers of various kinds. Each ex-student can aid the committee by noti- 


fying it promptly at all times of any vacancies that occur. 


Our biggest trouble is in knowing where our ex-students are located. We are 
usually able to supply most of the calls that come to us before the long session 
closes; but during the last half of the summer and early fall, we get numbers | 
of calls for specially trained teachers that we cannot fill. With the thirty odd 
thousand teachers this institution has turned out, all these positions could be 


filled most satisfactorily if we only knew where our ex-students were. 


On the desk of the committee today there are several calls for specially 
trained and qualified teachers at good salaries. The committee has no one to 
recommend. It is hurtful to the school not to be able to fill requests made 
upon it. On the other hand, a positive boost is given the school every time the 
right teacher is placed in response to a call. Therefore, it is important for you 
ex-students to have your names, addresses and special qualifications filed with 
this committee at all times. We could often assist in placing you in positions, 
or even into better positions, if we could only keep up with you. Let us all 
work together in this matter for the mutual benefit of our alma mater and each 
other as individuals. Send to Professor R. L. Bunting, Huntsville, Texas, your 
name and present address and always notify him when changes in your address 


are made.

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SUMMER SESSION OF 1923 


‘OD 

Sam Houston Teachers College at Huntsville has just closed its st suc- 
cessful year’s work. During the year 1625 young men and women enrolled in the 
College Department, 885 in the two classes below college rank, and 181 in the 
summer normal division, making a grand total for the year of 2691 not counting 
the enrollment in the Training School. This enrollment included students from 
88 Texas Counties, five States, and one foreign country. An analysis of this data 
is most encouraging to the public school interests of Texas. It reveals a very 
rapid increase both in the percentage and in the numbers in attendance upon col- 
lege classes, a considerable decrease in the percentage though not in numbers of 
those enrolling for sub-college work and the near approach of the time when 
“summer normals” will exist only in other states. 


During the year, 33 degrees were awarded—the B. S. to 24 and the B. A. to 
9; and 184 permanent certificates were issued.
